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‘DON’T MAKE US A 
SCAPEGOAT’ PLEA 

Carpet firm worries as plan gets the go-ahead

A CONTROVERSIAL planning application on the 
outskirts of Axminster has been granted approval 
by East Devon District Council (EDDC) and now 
the company involved is urging townsfolk not to 
make it a scapegoat. 

The Axminster Carpets development at Cloakham 
Lawns was given the green light at a meeting on Tuesday 
last, subject to Section 106 funding. Once the issue of 
Section 106 funding has been agreed, the world-renowned 
carpet company will be able to go ahead with its plan to 
build 400 homes. 

However, as previously reported, the proposal has 
attracted widespread criticism in Axminster, especially 
from the town council. 

The main bone of contention centres around the need for 
a relief road that will bypass the town and the Axminster 
Carpets development does not include plans for a relief 
road. A rival application, for more homes on another site, 
has promised a relief road but is yet to be submitted. 

In a statement issued to Pulman ’s View, a spokesman for 
Axminster Carpets said: “This approval will further 
strengthen the company assets which therefore gives the 
opportunity to accelerate investment plans at Axminster 
for key plant items and the like. 

“Allowing Axminster Carpets Ltd to compete at the 
highest level whilst injecting an estimated £11.3million in 
the local economy by 2012 through supporting local 
suppliers, employee salaries and wages, charity 
contributions and continuing support at Cloakham Lawn 
Sport Centre, to name a few areas. 

“The company acquired the land in 1975 and in 2002 
started the planning process. 

“This has been a long journey for the company, and we 
would hope that the Section 106 Agreement can be 
confirmed shortly, which will include large monies given 
to local stakeholders (such as schools) and infrastructure 
(sewage, drainage) investment.

“The town’s aim was for affordable homes, enhancement 
of sports facilities, investment in the town centre and a 
relief road. This development delivers two of those items. 

“It is hoped that the company is not made a scapegoat of 
frustration that a relief road has not been agreed as the 
decision making for the bypass is different and 
independent with the current view from EDDC and the 
Highways Agency that the road is unaffordable or not 
wanted at present. 

“Axminster Carpets Ltd, hope that key stakeholders 


involved with the relief road (and town centre investment) 
can work in unison rather than individually to achieve this 
goal.” 

A spokesman for the district council said: “The council 
cannot refuse to deal with an application on the basis that 
it is premature until such time as the Local Development 
Framework is approved. 

“We are under an obligation to determine the application. 
In this particular case, the outline proposal is in line with 
the emerging policy.”

TWO friends are set to walk the length of 
the River Axe in the name of charity. 

Tony Booth, of Axminster, and Paddy 
Magrane, of Shute, will aim to walk the 28 miles 
of the river — from its source just outside 
Beaminster, Dorset, to its mouth at Axmouth, on 
Saturday, October 9th, with all the money raised 
going to Shute Primary School, Farm Africa and 
Rethink. 

Speaking to this newspaper Mr Booth said: 
“We basically wanted to do something to keep 
fit and raise money for good causes. We live in 
the Axe Valley and it is a beautiful part of the 
world and the River Axe is the centre of it so we 
thought lets walk the river. 

“We chose the three charities because Paddy 
has worked with Farm Africa before. He has 
been out to Ethiopia to see the work that they do 
and that is why he wanted to do something for 
them. His children go to Shute Primary School 
so we thought this was a good opportunity to 
raise money for the school as well. 

“My dad had schizophrenia and another close 
family member has recently been diagnosed 
with bipolar disorder. 

“I wanted to raise money for the Rethink 


charity because they specialise in helping those 
with severe mental illness.” 

Mr Booth says funding for rural schools is a 
huge issue and after looking at the website 
www.fairfundingfordevonschools.org.uk, he 
says he was alarmed at what he saw. 

He is hoping to raise £500 for Shute Primary 
School. They also want to raise £500 for 
Rethink and £700 for Farm Africa. 

He said: “Local schools are the heart of the 
community and at the minute they are being 
squeezed. Devon is ranked as 147 out of 151 in 
funding order. From my point of view, we pay 
our taxes for our children’s education. 

“We didn’t want to approach parents for 
donations and sponsorship because they already 
do a lot of fundraising for schools so we are 
asking local businesses to help us out. So far 
people have been really, really generous which 
is fantastic.” 

The pair have been taking part in regular walks 
as they build up to their charity event. They hope 
to complete their trek in a time of 12 hours. 

“We have been doing a lot of walking but in 
small chunks,” said Mr Booth. 

“This is the first time that either of us have 
raised money like this and we hope that a lot of 
the local businesses will donate.”

CAMPAIGNERS against 
changes to the way Honiton 
Maternity Unit operates are 
claiming a victory as Devon 
County Council health and 
adults services scrutiny 
committee members 

overwhelmingly rejected 

proposals put forward by NHS 
Devon. 

NHS Devon wanted to reduce 
overnight stays for new mums who 
had given birth at community 
hospitals in Okehampton, Tiverton 
and Honiton. 

However, during a highly charged 
meeting at County Hall, Exeter, on 
Thursday last, committee members 
voted against the plans by 17 to one. 

Claire Wright, Ottery town 
councillor and campaigner for the 
Honiton Maternity Matters group, 
said: “We are really pleased and 
absolutely delighted. I am over the 
moon and all the mums that I spoke 
to after the meeting were really 
delighted as well. 

“This really does feel like a 
significant achievement. Certainly if 
it wasn’t for the mums who emailed 
the scrutiny committee I don’t think 
we would have got this outcome and 
it might have been a different 
response. 

“The result was remarkable and a 
testimony to everyone who has been 
involved with the campaign.” 

Vernon Whitlock, of Honiton Town 
Council, said: “NHS Devon and 
Devon County Council will be 
working closely together now. The 
outcome of the scrutiny committee 
meeting is really good news and is 
evidence that local campaigns on 
issues that are important does work. 

“However, this is not yet over and 
we need to keep up the momentum 
and make sure NHS Devon takes on 
board the recommendations of the 
scrutiny committee.” 


Roger Giles, town, county and 
district councillor for Ottery, added: 
“The committee was highly critical 
of what NHS Devon proposes. 
Specifically, the committee asked 
NHS Devon to reinstate the 
overnight facilities at Honiton 
Maternity Unit and to reinstate the 
transfer of mums from the Royal 
Devon and Exeter Hospital to 
Honiton. 

“All the councillors who spoke said 
they had a huge number of calls and 
emails from mums who were 
concerned about the changes. 

“The final decision will now be 
taken by NHS Devon at its board 
meeting on Wednesday, October 
27th, but I will be amazed if they go 
against the recommendations of the 
county council. 

“We got the outcome we wanted 
and I am delighted.” 

NHS Devon says it has taken 
account of the views expressed by 
the scrutiny committee and will 
make a final decision at its meeting 
on October 27th. 

A spokesman for the health 
authority said: “NHS Devon set out 
proposals earlier this year to change 
the way maternity services were 
organised at home and in community 
hospitals in Tiverton, Okehampton 
and Honiton. 

“This included reducing overnight 
stays in its hospitals so that it could 
boost support for mums in the 
community. 

“Following a three-month 
engagement process with mothers 
and other important stakeholders, 
NHS Devon will examine the 
potential for a flexible approach to 
overnight stays, where necessary. 

“This could include overnight 
cover by maternity support workers 
rather than midwives — freeing 
them up to deliver more babies in the 
community. 

“NHS Devon’s board will consider 
the next steps at a meeting on 
Wednesday, October 27th.”

POLICE, fire crews and ambulance personnel from 
across east Devon, Somerset and Dorset descended 
on Axe Valley Community College as a full-scale 
‘emergency’ operation was launched. 

A hazardous materials (Hazmat) incident took place at 
the college on Tuesday last. 

However, the situation was not as bad as first feared and 
it turned out to be only a training exercise. 

Students from the college were drafted in to act as 
casualties during the event. 

Brian Perryman, a fireman based with the Axminster 
crew, said: “This was a chemical spill or Hazmat exercise 
and we got together with Westcountry Ambulance Service, 
police and the Somerset and Dorset fire brigade to see how 
we all worked with each other. 

“The exercise highlighted quite a few things and it was 
good to work with other crews.” 

Mr Perryman said that with any chemical spill incident 
the exact chemicals that the crews are dealing with could 
be something of an unknown quantity. 

He said: “With any chemical incident you have to use 
specialist equipment because you are entering the 
unknown. The safety suits are used as a precaution and to 
keep our guys safe. 

“Once we have some details of the chemicals involved 
we can relay this information back to control.” 

He added: “It was good to practice this type of situation 
but we don’t want it to happen for real. But it can happen 
and that is why we have to train for it. 

“The students from the college were excellent and really 
helped us out.”

New tricks 

THERE’S nothing I am frightened of more — 
except extreme pain and technical disasters or 
deadline day — than being frightened. 

It seems that it is a glitch in my human make-up that 
like to conquer my fears — to a certain level at least. 

One of my biggest fears, in relation to my equestriar 
hobby, has always been cross-country jumping. Tc 
explain this in simple terms to non-equine enthusiasts 
cross-country jumps are made of ‘natural’ obstacle: 
(although they can actually be very fancy indeed thes( 
days) and are fixed. 

By fixed I mean they are bolted together and to the 
ground so that they don’t fall down when a horse knock: 
them. And this, ladies and gentlemen, is where m\ 
problem lies. 

In the past, my horseriding ‘career’ has been focusec 
on show jumping, where the jumps are ‘knockdown 
able’ — and, believe me, I’ve knocked some down ir 
my time! 

However, on a cross-country course it is usually tht 
horse (and rider) that falls instead of the fence. Ven 
scary, yes? 

As a young rider of about 11, I can remembe: 
bombing round a cross-country course without a care ir 
the world on my first pony, Lolly. 

The trouble is when you’re young you have less fear: 
of falling off as you generally bounce more, thu: 
breaking less bones. 

The older I get, and this is a common problem in man} 
riders I talk to, the less I bounce. I can imagine it mus 
be similar for those in other sports — and occupation: 
— too. 

So, at a ripe old age of 30, I thought it was highh 
unlikely I would be taking to the open cross-countn 
course again, ever. After all, I thought I was a bit pas 
learning something new and so risky. 

This was until I saw advertised an ‘express eventing 
competition to be held at Bicton Arena, near Budleigl 
Salterton. Eventing is a sport made up of three separate 
disciplines — dressage, show jumping and cross 
country jumping, and something I had never befon 
entertained for myself. 

But this express eventing competition, organised b} 
Blackdown Hills Riding Club, was a simplistic versior 
of the sport, combining the show jumping and cross 
country jumping and concentrating on style instead o 
speed, making the whole thing much more rider 
friendly for a novice. 

So I decided to give it a go. I entered beforehand, thei 
wished I hadn’t as I changed my mind about it umpteer 
times. 

I had some training and off I set with my horse and nq 
dad (who doubles-up as driver and head groom) down tc 
Bicton Arena. 

The arena and grounds are immacculate anc 
everything a horserider could want. A multitude o: 
large-scale events are held there, making it a daunting 
place at the outset, but I have to say, it was all verj 
friendly and encouraging. 

The head groom (aka Dad) was joined by my frienc 
and very good, upcoming event rider Lisa Dure, whe 
helped to make everything go swimmingly and, I have 
to say, despite several sleepless nights of worry — ‘ 
actually really enjoyed it. As did my horse. 

So thank you Blackdown Hills Riding Club fo: 
putting on such a superb event — I certainly wouldn’ 
ever have tried eventing before. 

The icing on the cake, after a brilliant day, wa: 
winning my class. So it just goes to show, you can teacl 
an old editor new tricks and that’s one of my fear: 
crossed off the list. 

Now, on to skydiving.

Trevelyan Road resident John 
Chandler, whose family’s connection 
with the road goes back 75 years, said 
that 20 to 30 people attended the 
bash.

“Fortunately, the terrace avoided 
being flooded because of its raised 
position.

“Although built on shingle it has a 
concrete base and very thick walls.

TIC’s

HONITON Tourist Information 
Centre (TIC) staff say the centre 
will be open as normal this winter 
despite the threat of a cut in its 
grant funding. 

Since 2006 the main source of 
funding has come from Honiton Town 
Council but this could be under threat 
as the government conducts its 
comprehensive spending review. 

Colin Wright, chairman of Honiton 
and District Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “We obviously struggle at this 
time of year because we have less 
visitors to the town but the TIC will 
be open one way or another. 

“We have just produced an 
accommodation guide which should 
bring us in £2,000 of profit and we are 
producing a Honiton guide as well. 

“Honiton chamber has just saved the 
town council £4,000 on the Christmas 
lights so hopefully the town council 
can give £1,000 back to us. 

“We will keep the TIC open, the 
town needs it. If it closes for the 
winter then it wouldn’t be open again 
until March and that is no good for 
anybody.” 

The issue was briefly discussed 
during a recent Honiton Town 
Council meeting and following the 


meeting a spokesman for the town 
council said: “The Town Council has 
been the main funder of Honiton TIC 
for the past three years since East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) 
withdrew its grant of £12,000 at short 
notice in 2006. 

“The town council grant since that 
time has been £9,000 to £10,000 and 
this has enabled the town to secure the 
excellent services provided by the 
TIC staff.” 

The spokesman added that the town 


council does intend to continue to 
provide funding towards the TIC but a 
definite figure would not be known 
until the result of the comprehensive 
spending review is announced later 
this year. 

“The town council is currently 
working on its budget for next year 
and it is our intention at this stage to 
continue to support the TIC both in 
terms of finances and provision of 
trustees,” said the spokesman. 

“However, as with all local 


authorities we are awaiting the 
outcome of the government’s 
comprehensive spending review to see 
what additional pressure will be put 
on town council funding both by the 
government and by possible 
delegation of services by Devon 
County Council and EDDC. 

“Until that situation is clear it is not 
possible for the town council to 
confirm any part of its budget.” 

A spokesman for EDDC added: 
“The district council’s approach is 
consistent across the seven TICs 
operating within east Devon - Seaton, 
Sidmouth, Budleigh Salterton, 
Exmouth, Ottery St Mary, Honiton 
and Axminster. 

“The district council meets the 
premises costs of each centre either 
by providing and maintaining the 
building, as with Honiton, Sidmouth, 
Exmouth and Seaton, or we meet the 
rental costs charged by a private 
landlord, as with Budleigh Salterton, 
Axminster and Ottery St Mary. 

“In addtion, we meet the business 
rates of each centre. Beyond that, we 
have no direct involvement but we 
hope that, by meeting the 
infrastructure costs, there is adequate 
scope for the successful generation of 
trading income which means that the 
centres can continue to offer their 
valuable services.”

FATHER Michael Keppell Roman Catholic

visit proved a resounding success at the human level. 
What a timetable the Pope faced. Most people half his 
age would have found it daunting. . 

At Bellahouston Park, Glasgow, he started by urging 
Catholics to continue working together with 
Christians of other traditions. But he went on to 
express his concern about the ‘privatisation’ of faith in 
the modern world. 

Because reason and religion need each other, many 
people will recall the mass for the beatification of 
Cardinal John Henry Newman at Cofton Park, 
Birmingham, as the high point of the Pope’s visit. 
Newman was one of the outstanding figures in history. 
A man of genius, both as a thinker and as a writer. But 
also, as Pope Benedict stressed, a hard-working parish 
priest in Birmingham for many years. 

He’s now been declared blessed, just one step away 
from sainthood. Pope Benedict’s visit will be an 
inspiration for countless people — not only Catholics 
but also Christians of many other traditions.

PUPILS at an east Devon primary school have 
recorded a CD in an attempt to highlight the 
importance of road safety. 

Feniton Primary School youngsters have been working 
with Devon County Council’s road safety team to produce 
the CD called Think, Stop, Look, Listen. 

The CD will be distributed to other primary schools 
across the county, enabling the schools to carry out their 
own road safety lessons. 

Roger Giles, county councillor for Ottery St Mary rural, 
said: “Feniton school has involved the whole school 
community, particularly the pupils, in producing an 
excellent school travel plan. I am very pleased that the 
pupils have continued their interest in, and work on, road 
safety. 

“I am delighted that this work is to be made available to 
other schools to help them stress the importance of road 
safety in an unusual and interesting way.” 

Stuart Hughes, Devon County Council cabinet member 
for highways and transportation, said: “Road safety is a 
vital life skill so I am pleased that it’s taught at an early 
age to help children become responsible and confident. 
This CD is a creative way of getting some important 
messages across and hopefully it makes it a fun way to 
learn.” 

Accompanying the CD is a DVD, which shows the 
production of the road safety song from its conception 
through to completion. 

The idea for the whole project came from Keith 
Vaughan, child road safety fieldworker for the county 
council. 

Mr Vaughan said: “I’ve been using music in the form of 
simple songs to reinforce the messages that I wanted to get 
across. Teachers would often ask for the words to the 
songs but as the tunes were original I was unable to pass 
this on. 

“So we have produced the CD to solve this problem and 
we can now make them available to all schools. 

“This initiative responds to the wishes of many schools 
to be able to run their own lessons and I’m delighted that 
we can enable more road safety education this way.”

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A curious bird 


The old-time bird collectors and gunners of the 
19th Century would, I fear, have haunted the 
Seaton marshes and Beer Head region if, in their 
time, the rarities and unusual visitors which we 
see today were present in those far-off days. 

What, I wonder, would they have made of the flock of 
20 glossy ibis which stayed on the River Otter for a 
week recently? Some 18 of them flew over Beer Head 
heading east and were next reported at Dungeness, Kent 
the same day. A dotterel was seen at Axe Cliff, a 
spoonbill briefly visited the estuary for a short period 
while a wryneck was recorded at Waggs Plot, just north 
of Axminster. 

Apparently, a good number of these passage migrants 
have been seen this autumn. A curious little bird with 
woodpecker-like habits, it takes its name from its habit 
of twisting its neck round without moving its body. 

Goldfinches must now be numbered amongst the most 
common of garden birds as confirmed by a reader from 
Axminster who writes to tell me that in the summer he 
counted over 40 of these colourful finches perched on a 
buddleia bush in his garden. Nearly all were young 
birds of the year. 

Even as I write this column I can see half-a-dozen 
“goldies” picking at the thistle-seed filled feeders in 
front of my office window and all of them are this 
year’s brood, lacking the red head but with yellow wing 
feathers. 

From birds to dogs! I have never been without a 
gundog and, until recently, had never owned a bitch. 
Now, however, I have a quite outstanding yellow 
Labrador with a pedigree crammed with field trial 
champions and winners. We decided, earlier this year, 
that she should have a litter and so a liaison was 
arranged with one of Margaret Allen’s top dogs, Cedar, 
from her Tanderswell Gundog Kennels at Toller 
Porcorum. 

Cedar, whose Kennel Club prefix is Redbox Gordon 
of Tanderswell, is a black dog but carries yellow genes. 
The result was a litter of eight puppies, three black, the 
rest yellow, now eight-weeks-old. All have found 
homes, bar one little dog, Elvis, which we are keeping, 
and a yellow dog still seeking an owner. 

Breeding a litter involves a considerable outlay and 
should never be undertaken lightly. Advice is essential 
and I am deeply grateful to Margaret Allen for her help, 
not least in looking after the entire litter and dam whilst 
I and my wife were absent for two days. 

There has been a spate of thefts of litters and adult 
gundogs throughout the country. Rumour has it that the 
thefts are to order and the dogs smuggled abroad, 
particularly to France, where they make substantial 
sums of money. No chances should be taken and every 
precaution exerted to foil these despicable thieves. 

■ Now, having been gently berated by our editor, 
Kate, for suggesting that today’s housewife is not 
overly familiar with the preparation and cooking of 
wild game I am offering a series of simple game tips 
and recipes which can be employed by even the most 
reluctant cook. 

Rabbits are plentiful, easily obtained and prime fare. 
Young rabbits shot in the summer can be used in a 
variety of ways, while winter rabbits can be roast or 
used in a stew. 

Skinning a rabbit is simple. Simply cut round the skin 
in the centre of the body (the rabbit will, of course, have 
been paunched) and pull the two halves apart. I 
particularly like rabbit casserole. 

I marinate the legs and a couple of back portions in 
cider or wine for around eight hours, then put the 
portions in a casserole dish, with the marinade, add 
chopped carrot, onion and potatoes which have been 
pan-fried for a few minutes. Cover with tinned 
mushroom soup and cook slowly at about 180F. 

If you have a young tender rabbit you can dip the 
portions in egg and flour batter and then deep fry them. 
Served with bacon and wild mushrooms this is a feast 
for royalty. Next week we’ll talk about pheasants and 
partridges.

Your wedding is one of the most important days of your lives, and of course you want it to be special. The more time you have to plan for 
your wedding the more finer details can be added, but if you want to be married quickly, some of the extras may need to be left out.
